The Baron of Frxanchw1ill was ab- 
folutely confounded with the fight 
of ſollluſttious a Beauty.” He made 
her afterwards :many-: Viſits ,- in 
which the  appear'd to: him fo 
Charming and Amiable, that in a 
little time he was ſtruck with the 
ſame:'Diſeaſe as Sefuſco was, 'The 
Victorious Orazia quickly percei- 
ved it, and was infinitely diſpleas'd 
at it, through the conſequences ſhe 
feared it might produce, She 
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SHE apprehended that this new

whilſt that the ſucceſsful Sefuſeo 
was beloved by her without the 
leaſt murmur or repining at it , 
and that he had had in his hands 
an infallible way to revenge him- 
ſelf of her rigours, without ever be- 
ing, deſirous to make uſe of them ; 
and that, in a word, he ſhould find 
other hearts beſides hers, who 
would be both more juſt and grate- 
ful, 

- WHEN Orazia firſt received 
that, Letter, ſhe fell into an aſto- 
niſhment and affliction not to be 
conceived , the ſaw in an _— all 
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that ſhe might apprehend from 
him. She did not think that the 
Baron of Franchvill would eaſily 
forget her ſeverities towards him, 
and did not dovbt but that her Hul- 
band would in a little time be told 
that which would make her miſe- 
rable all her Life. 

YET, in fo great a trouble, ſhe

| have, that ſhe did not ſpeak to him 
with ſincerity, and that ſhe would 
deprive him of the pleaſure of ſce- 
ing her without an abſolute necel- 
ſity, gave him the Letter of the 
Baron of Franchv1ll, 

THE next day the generous 
Sefuſeo returned the Letter to Tro- 
filena, to whom Orazia had bid 
himgiveit : Trofilena gave it to 
her Miſtreſs, at the ſame time as 
there was given to Oraz1/4 another 
for her Husband; and Bazwugen 
hapning'tocome up juſt at the ſame 


time to them, and having known 
that 
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that his Wife had a Letter for him, 
and demanding it of her, ſhe think- 


ing to deliver him that which he - 


ought to have, gave him inſtead 
of it that of the Baron of Franch- 
wil, : 
THE aſtoniſhment of Bazugen 
was not leſs in reading that Letter, 
than had been that of his Wife 0- 
razia, when the had received it.

For, in 
ſhort, are theſe the Sentiments that 
ought to inſpire in you your du- 
E 5 ty 
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ty and my Love? But I will ap- 
ply the laft remedies ro them, and 
poſſibly all your Life long you ſhall 
repent that' you have ever done me 
this offence, When he had ſpoken 
thoſe words to her, he made her 
all rhe Menaces that could proceed 
from a breaft fo full of fury as his 
was: and afterwards he forbid her 
ever fecing again her {ſo much be- 
loved Sefuſeo, or Ipeaking to him, 
T HE delfolate Oraz7#4 fell upon 
the Chairs, almoſt dead , ſome- 
times looking upon her Husband, 
with Eyes in which her confuſion 
was painted z and ſometimes pou- 
rig ont a torrent of tears,and feteh- 
ing afterwards moſt heavy and 
heart-breaking ſighs , ſo ſtrange a 
condition of hers brought pity in- 
to the hegrr of the tender Bazngem, 
and\4wakened that love he former- 
ly had for her ; and: looking upon 
her with leſs ſeverity, he ſeemed 
to wait til ſhe would defend _ 
c 
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ſelf. But feeling her to be more 
than convinced in all appearances, 
and beſides not being able to ſup- 
port the ({ight of her angry Hus- 
band, ſhe made ule of that little 
{trengech that was remaining in her, 
and went into her Chamber, o're- 
whelmed with a mortal grief. 

ITT was then that all the miſc- 
ries (he had ſo often feared preſent- 
ed themſelves before her Eyes, and 
that ſhe had the moſt difmal 
thoughts that could be conceived, 
She was for ſeveral days in an un- 
expreſlable confuſion, and under 
molt dreadtul ſufferings of mind, 
which made her ofren to wiſh for 
Death, as the only remedy to all 
her calamities. She could not con- 
ſider what a difficulty, ſhe ſhould 
haye to make her Husband torget 
the ſuſpicions he might have of 
her Vertue, withour Ciog e-

her kindnels in a place where ſhe 
ſhould have the ſight of none but 
himſelf, And as for her, grief and 
{adneſs had fo abſolutely freed her 
from all manner of Divertiſemeats, 
that when ſhe ſaw the intention of 
her Husband was that ſhe would 
mmdeavour to cure that melancholy 
Diſtemper ſhe had upon her, ſhe 
immediately teſtified to him that 
it-was the greatelt of her deſires to 
do. o. | 

THE Place and the Buſineſs of 
Bazupen was ſuch, that it obliging 
kim to be often at Spira, they went 
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to that Houſe they had neareſt to ir, 
and where the now remov'd Gal 
lant, Sefuſco, had firſt ſeen Ore 
244, 
THEY lived there at 6rſt,to all 
appearances, in a perte& good un- 
derftanding berwixt each other. 
As Bazugen had deligned to regain 
himſelf 1n the mind and affection of 
his Wife, and to imploy all things 
to that end, he forgot nothing that 
might per{[wade her that he had not 
had any criminal ſuſpicions of her, 
nor had ceaſed a moment from con- 
ſerving for her all the love and e- 

ſtcem that one was able to have. 
Orazt41, on her part, who had 
made the ſame deſign, and who 
ſaw how much intereſt ſhe had to 
hinder her Husband from believing 
that ever ſhe had any thoughts 
which were blameable tor the amo- 
morous Sefuſeo, concealed her true 
Sentiments, and ſhewed an abſo- 
lute contentment ia appearance,

which in reality ſhe never had , for 
ſeeing her ſelf in a place, where 
ſhe had beheld the handſome Sefu- 
ſeo the firſt time, ſhe thought the 
more of him.; and ſhe had no plea- 
ſure, whatſoever ſhe did to put him 
out of her remembrance, than that 
which thoſe thoughts gave her. 
IN the mean time Sefwſeo was 
the moſt miſerable Man in the 
World, fince that his only happi- 
neſs, the beautiful Orazia, was 
gone, ſhe would receive none of 
his Letters : and that which redou- 
bled his wretchedaneſs, was, that Tro- 
filenas told him, in ſuch a manner 
as gave him no further room to 
doubt, that in all probability ſhe 
would think of him no longer. 
YET he found ſome conlolati- 
on in giving every day tus Letters 
to Troflenato deliver to her, think- 
ing that at leaſt ſhe would by. his

THEY 0-4 to her ſo full 
of paſſion and reſpet, notwith- 
ſtanding her continued reſolution 
to make him ſuffer, that ſhe quick- 
ly perceived her firſt Sentiments to 
renew again moſt powerfully. Ha- 
ving read them ſeveral times over, 
with extraordinary emotions, ſhe 

could 
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could not withſtand the move- 
ments of her heart, but ſtraic for- 
gotall the reſolutions ſhe had taken, 
and ſuffer'd Trofileza from the ſame 
day forward to deliver her the Let- 
rers of the aſſtduouſly devout Se- 
Fuſes. 

HE could ſcarce believe lo great 
a happinets could befall him,when 
he was only filled with a mortal de- 
fpair. His Letters were for the me- 
lancholy Oyazi4 ſuch a Remedy, as 
none was like it in the World : It 
reftored her, in a few days, all her 
Charms again;zwhich made the Ex- 
taſied Sefuſeo compole thele Verles 
upon that Recovery, and veiled her 
under the Name of the' adorable 
Lucanthe,

SHE could do nothing elſe but 
thiak upon the generous Sefuſeo z 
what he was then doing appearing +- 
to her ſo great a Sacrifice, and a 
thing that was ſoextraordinary,that 
in the midſt of her Diftemper ſhe 
had ſome joy at it, knowing how 
worthy he had been of the Inclina- 
tion ſhe had had for him ;. and that 
ſtrong Paſſion took away from her 
all delire of finding any cure. She 
thought ſhe could never drive away 
that Paſſion: from her Breaſt, _ 

tat 
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that if ſhe did ſurvive the know- 
ledge that Baznger had of it, be- 
ſides the terrible conſtraint, with 
which ſhe ſhould be obliged to con- 
ceal her Sentiments, ſhe ſhould be e- 
very day expoled to all the vexati- 
ons that he would make her ſuffer, 
and that he would have himſelt a 
continual diſquiet. 

NEVER was any Perſon be- 
fore ſeen ſo ſick, and fo troubled in 
her ſpirit: alſo though ſhe had ſe- 
veral intermiffions,ſtill preſently re- 
fleting upon all thoſe things, and 
imagining new ones to her lelf, ſhe 
immediately fell again into a worſe 
condition than the former, and 
her ſtrength being ar laſt utcerly ta- 
ken away by her ſicknels, ſhe ex- 
pired in thoſe confuſed Sentiments, 
without ever ſhewing any Regret 
for Life. 
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
